WORLD PERILSEEN 
IN OVERGROWN EGO 


Alienist Points Out Danger to 
Nation Which Is Rüled by 


One Having Exag- 
gerated Ideas. 


VERBOSITY IS A SYMPTOM 


Aptitude in Pushing Lawsuits 
Also Prominent; Republic 
Is Most Vulnerable 
to Harm. 


New York, Feb. 27.—{Special.}—Dr. Allan 
McLane Hamilton, the alienist, in the March 
number of the North American Review has 
a remarkable article on Psychopathic Rul- 
ers,” im which pointed references are made 
to conditions of the present time. The article 
ls creating much comment, as ft is generally 
understood to be aimed at a high target. Dr. 
Hamfiton says, in part: 

“ Every nation has ite period of turmot! 
and demoralization, which often is brought 
about through the conduct of one or more of 
ite rulers; and whether there be a short 


lived disturbance, depending upon the Iso- 
lated reign of the psychopathic monarch, or 
it be due to gradual decadence, inseparable 
from the perpetuation of an insane or im- 
moral strain like that, for instance, of the 
Bourbons, the burden of national msiery 
has at times been great, indeed. It is not 
necessary to go back for illustration to the 
insane Ceesars, to Nero, or Caligula, or even 
to Tiberius, or to the degenerate kings and 
queens of later times, who had so much to do 
with the misrule and oppression in the mid- 
dle ages in Europe, for all periods are replete 
with examples. 

In every community there are to be found 
a number of men who are so different from 
their fellows, by reason of their conduct and 
inability to accommodate themselves to the 
ordinary social conditions, that they are 
looked. upon as queer and eccentric. The 
disposition of the majority of mankind is 
to hold such person to account for his laches; 
he usually is tolerated as a bore, or one who 
forms an anti-social judgment, or he is 
actually held responsible for his pernicioua, 
freaky tricks. Should he be invested with 
power, he may imperil the peace and safety 
of those over whom he rules. . 


Exaggerated Ego May Result. 

“Many such individuals, while not neces- 
sarily insane in a way to necessitate ther 
being shut up, are at all times making their 
presence unpleasantly felt in thecommunity. 
These persons are quite Ukely, under slight 
excitement or opposition, or perhaps dis- 
sipation, or even too much license, to in- 
dulge in conduct which is so characteristic ae 
to be recognized by the most normal peaple 
and to be especially clear to alienists. 

When their psychosis has developed suf- 
ficiently it may be expressed by false and 
exaggerated ideas of personal power, by 
vanity, love of display, and personal decora- 
tion, and a futile attempt to correct abuses 
supposed to exist by persons of diseased in- 
tellect who alwaye are prone to magnify 
trivial things or those that conflict with his 
morte ego. 

“Another class comes under the head of 
what is known as queerulants, whose un- 
hinging usually is manifested by purposeless 
and unnecessary Mtigation, while ideas of 
persecution and conspiracy are accompani- 
ments to both forms to a greater or less 
degree. 

Such Insane Always Verbose. 

“All of these subjects were more or lese 
‘constitutionally inferior’ and like certain 
high grade imbeciles, they are perhaps ex- 
ceedingly brilMant in some directions. Liter- 
ature on the insane furnishes us with striking 
examples of verbosity; their oral and written 
productions being quite characteristic. The 
specimens of their writings were not only re- 
dundant in exalted phrase and florid rhetoric 
but in energetic invective as well, 

„While it is easy in other countries than 
our own to beware certain pitfalis or to know 
what to expect from degenerate monarchs, it 
cannot be denied there is a great danger at- 
tached to all republican forms of govern- 
ment where new presidents are chosen 
every few years about whose antecedents 
and mental health little or nothing ils known. 
While we are careful enough to question the 
political principles and declarations of such 
candidates as present themselves, no proper 
or adequate attempt ever has been made to 
analyze their mental integrity or to ques- 
tion the existence of amy bad heredity which 
under the prod and stress of newly acquired 
power and great responsibility may develop 
into psychosis. 

“The existence of mob feeling just now 
is making itself felt in a condition of unset- 
tlement, not a little due to the existence of 
temporary emotional instability, which 
should be out of place in a country like ours.

White Hand’s President Notified 
He Will Be Assassinated. 


LAUDS THE BRUNO SOCIETY. 


Italian Physielan Says Its Members 
Are Opposed to Crimes. 


Dr. C. Volini, president of the White Hand 
society, which was organized recently to 
carry on a war of extermination against the 
Black Hand—a band of criminal Italiane—is 
“under sentence of death.“ 

He has received many threatening letters. 
The last one, which he received a month ago, 
contained the positive message that death 
was awaiting him. Dr. Volini told of this yes- 
terday in connection with the explanation of 
his attitude on the anti-clerical question 
which is agitating the Italian colony. 

The letter is translated as follows: 

Dr. C. Volini, 382 South Halsted street: 
The supreme council of the Black Hand has 
voted that you must die. You have not 
heeded our warnings in the past, but you 
must heed this. Your killing hae been as- 
signed and the man waite for you. He must 
do his duty. Prepare yourself for death. We 
will kill your body, but we do not want to kill 
your soul.“ 


Ready to Fight Assassins. 

Sitting in his office overlooking the street 
crowded with homegoing [Italian laborers, 
Dr. Volini told how he felt about the mat- 
ter. He is a big, practical looking physician, 
with a keen sest for life. This country of 
his adoption has dealt well with him. He in 
turn has tried to show his countrymen the 
pathe which they must tread to good citizen- 
ship. 

“They may kill me,” he said, “ but the 
cause for which I live will go on. It isa 
good cause and one man does not count. I 
am prepared for them, and I think it will take 
a brave man to attack me, I am not afraid.“ 

Dr. Volini’s practice has dwindled since 
these threats have been made against him. for 
he refuses to take any night calls. He is sus- 
picious of every visitor and the clerk in his 
office has instructions to let no one past the 
door who is not known. He goes armed and 
is guarded in all his moves by hie friends. 


Defends the Bruno Society. 

Dr. Volini has strong views on the subject 
of the anti-clerical quarrel He is con- 
vinced that K Started over a personal dif- 
ference between one of the leading Italians 
and a priest. 

“The anti-clerical society is a national 
movement in Italy.“ he said. “ Here tn Chi- 
cago a society has been formed—the Glor- 
dano Bruno—which has for its object the 
spreading of the doctrine that the priests 
should not mix up in matters of local gov- 
ernment. There is no anarchy init. I know 
the men who organized it and I know that 
they are opposed tocrime. They have a right 
to their feelings against certain of the clergy. 


Opposes Methods of Priests. 

„ The Italians have suffered for centuries 
under the rule of the church. They came 
here thinking to escape. When they find 
the same effort at dominion creeping into 
their life it is their right to protest. I shall 
join this Bruno society myself now—just 
because the priests do not want the society 
to exist. The men in it have been active 
with me in putting down the Black Hand. 
They have been active in every way in speak- 
ing and writing against crime. 

“ The murder of Father Leo Heinrichs in 
Denver gave the excuse for the local priests 
to attack our anti-clerical society, which 
has no confection with anarchy. It 1s not 
necessary to look in Chicago for the hatch- 
ing of that plot. The priest had visited Pat- 
erson. He may have made an enemy of the 
anarchists there. It is probable the man 
who killed him wae paid to travel west alter 


| him.” 


MERGER OF Two BiG BANKS 


BELIEVED TO BE IMMINENT. 


Consolidation of Hibernian and Ameri- 
can Trust and Savings Concerns Re- 
garded as Barly Probability. 


For some days there have been rumors in 
La Balle street that negotiations were on, 
tentative in character, for the consolidation 
of the American Trust and Savings bank and 
the Hibernian Banking association. Thene- 
gotiations have not progressed to à point 
where the principals are willing te say thet 
the deal will go through. 

The Hibernian Banking association is the 
oldest savings bank in Chicago. It now has 
deposits approximating §20,000,000. The 
American Trust and Savings bank has depos- 
its of over $24,368,000. Their last published 
statements show each institution to have the 
game amount of loans, $12,600,000. 

The capital stock of the American Trust is 
$3,000,000 and it has a surplus and undivided 
profits of $2,478,584. The Hibernian has 4 
capital of $1,500,000 and it has a surplus and 
profits of $986,066. Lach bank pays 8 per cent 
in dividends. 

An officer of one of the banks said yester- 
day that from time to time there had been 
some talk of consolidation between the offi- 
cers, but that nothing had come of it and 
might not at this time. A great deal of 
friendlinesa exists between the officials of 
the banks and they are also neighbors, being 
on opposite sides of the street at Monroe and 
Clark streets.

Whiting Citizens Against Passage of 
Street Car Franchise in Council.

City Council Committee Proposes 


100 Figures to the Block, 
LEAVES DOWNTOWN: ALONE. 


State and Kinzie Streets Will Be the 
Dividing Lines. 


The council committee on street nomencia- 
ture has devised a new plan for numbering 
the houses of Chicago. It follows largely the 
old method, but goes further in preserving 
the present numbers in the business district. 
When the committee decides what street 
shall be the northern boundary of this busi- 
ness district the plan will be ready to be sent 
to the council. 

A business district is to be created, bounded 
by Halsted street on the west, Twelfth street 
on the south, the lake on the east, and prob- 
ably Chicago avenue on the north. It is pos- 
sible, however, this last may be changed 
to Kingle street. 

Inside this district the present numbers and 
designations of streets, aa north and south, 
east and west, is to be retained. It is In this 
that the heaviest mall ie delivered and where 
it would cause most inconvenience to busi- 
ness houses, their correspondents, and the 
postoffice department to have the addresses 
changed. 

Make a Di Line. 

Outside of it State street is to be the divid- 
ing line between the north and south streets 
and Kinzie between the east and west. In 
designating these streets only one adjective 
ie to be used in each case. For instance, 
Thirteenth street east of State would be East 
Thirteenth, but west of State it would be 
plain Thirteenth. street. Ashland avenue 
north of Kinsle street would be North Ash- 
land avenue and south of Kinzie just Ashland 
avenue. On the north side after North ave- 
nue, where State street runs into Lincoln 
park, and beyond, If, were it projected, would 
be out in the lake, there are no “ east” 
streets at all. Belmont avenue would be only 
Belmont avenue from the lake to Its western 


100 Numbers to Block. 

Outside of the business sone all buildings 
are to be numbered on the present south side 
plan of 100 to the block. In North Clark 
street the first number north of Chicago ave- 
nue would be 901 and the first beyond Chest- 
nut, the next cross street, 1001. On the west 
side the first number in Madison street be- 
yoné Halsted would be 001 and after that at 
the rate of 100 to the block. On the south the 
numbers in the north and south streets would 
be as they are now, beginning with 1,201 
State street south of Twelfth. 

Where the new numbering starts at either 
State or Kinsie street it will begin with No, 
1. North Ashland avenue will start with No. 
1 North Ashland avenue and Ashland with 
No. 1 Ashland avenue; after that 100 to a 
block. So the first number in Thirty-ninth 
street east of State would be No. 1 Kast Thir- 
ty-ninth street and west No. 1 Thirty-ninth 
street. 

Cuy Bilectrician Carroll figures that if he 
uses the $500,000 for utilizing the drainage 
canal power allowed him in the appropria- 
tion bill he can increase the municipal lamps 
in Chicago this year from 8,000 to 13,500.

This meant 8800, 
000 worth of the $2,000,000 worth of stock to 
be issued. It was stated during the night by 
Attorney Rose, who represents the stock- 
holders, that the ‘expense incurred by John- 
ston: was about $800, while his recetpts from 
te sale of his stock were over $100,000. 

Mr. Popham emphasized the fact that the 
admission of Johnston that he was interested 
in the company is vitally important to the 
state in that it establishes, he claimed, the 
falsity of one of the representations relied 
upon by purchasers of stock, namely, that 
no promotere were connected with the com- 
pany.

SEE COAL MINE SUSPENSION 


Chicago Operators Convinced 30 
Day Shutdown Is Near. 


CONFERENCE IN A DEADLOCK 


Delay of Peoria Meeting in Reaching 
Agreement Causes Forecast. 


A thirty days’ suspension of work in the 
coal mines of the entire central competitive 
district appears to be probable as a result of 
the failure of miners and coal operators now 
in conference at Peoria to reach an agree- 
ment. 

Chicago coal operators are convinced it 
will be impossible to patch up the differences 
between the miners and HUlinols operators by 
April L The members of the United Mine- 
workers are anxidus to return to the inter- 
state wage agreement, which was broken up 
two years-ago, but Hlinois operators are 
unwilling to enter the interstate conference 
at ‘Indianapolis until the Illinois working 
conditions have been agreed upon. 

As a consequence of this condition it is 
more than likely that a suspension of work 
will be called by the United Mineworkers 
from April 1. 


Miners’ Constitution the Cause. 


The miners are prohibited by their consti- 
tution from working without a wage agree- 
ment. This will have the effect of causing 
suspension of work in the mines of Illinois, 
Indiana, Ohio, and western Pennsylvania. 

Indications are that it will take several 
weeks before the Peorle conference can 
reach an agreement. 

Even if the Illinois conference should 
reach an agreement within the next two 
weeks, the interstate conference at Indian- 
apolis is pretty certain to extend beyond 
April 1. 

A majority of Illinois coal operators favor 
returning to the interstate wage agreement. 
During the last two years there hdve been 
only state agreements as to wages and 
working conditions. This followed a failure 
on the part of an interstate conference two 
years ago to make a scale. 


Prepared for Suspension. 


The effect of a thirty days’ suspension of 
mining operations on the local coal market 
probably will not be as far reaching as it 
was two years ago, when coal mining was 
suspended a similar length of time. The coal 
yards now are well supplied and other large 
consumers of coal have a big supply on hand. 


STILL APART ON MINE WAGES. 


Committee of Coal Operators from 
Four States Apparently Unable to 
Get Together. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 27.—[Special.]-— 
Committees of coal operators from Indiana, 
lilinois, Ohio, and western Pennsylvania 
were in conférence today with a cédmmittee 
of the United Mine Workers of America on 
the subject of holding a joint conference to 
fix on a scale of wages for the coming year. 

lilinois operators do not want to take any 
steps in the matter till internal difficulties 
are settled. Indiana favored 4 joint con- 
ference and Ohio and Pennsylvania wanted 
the question postponed till after April.1, the 
miners to work under the present agreement 
after that time till a new wage scale could 
be agreed upon. Division ot sentiment was 
not lessened by the discussion, and when the 
meeting adjourned tonight to meet again 
tomorrow there was little hope ef the opera- 
tors getting together. 

The miners present were unanimous for a 
joint. conference, and President Mitchell, 
who left the hospital to be present, and who 
was suffering considerable pain, took a do- 
cided ground against further delay. He in- 
dicated that, unless the operators agreed to 
a joint scale conference, he would favor 
suspension of coal mining April 1.

BARS CUT BY ONE-THIRD. 


Even Clubs Must Submit to Po- 
lice Search if Proposed 
Act Passes. 


[BY CABLE TO CHICAGO TRIBUNS. ] 

LONDON, Feb. 27.—The country long has 
been speculating on the government's prom- 
ised licensing bill, dealing with the liquor 
and allied trades, which Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Asquith introduced in the house 
of commons this afternoon. It was known 
it would be a draétic temperance measure, 
but few, if Any; expected such sweeping pro- 
posals as the chancellor announced, 

Tf enacted the bill will reduce the existing 
licensed houses in England and Wales by 
one-third. In other words, it will abolish 
90,000 bars at which intoxicants are now 
sold, There thus will be one licensed house 
to every 600 or 800 persons in towns and one 
for every 409 or 500 in the country districts, 
compared with the present general average 
of one for every 870 inhabitants, 

Compensation will be given to those who 
are dispossessed, this being levied, as now 
in certain cases, upon the remaining license 
holdera, but after fourteen years no com- 
pensation will be paid when a license is taken 
away. 

The granting of all future new licenses 
will be subject to local option, a poll being 
taken when demanded, and a 2 majority 
to decide a refusal of the gra A new 


license can be reseindable 4 ye three 
years by another poll. 


Clubs Also Attacked. 

Pudlie houses outside of London will be 
allowed to keep open only.three hours on 
Sunday. With a view of preventing clubs 
from becoming virtually public houses and 
evading the law they are brought within the 
act and must renew their license annually. 
They must also submit to police inspection. 
There will be no exceptions and the law will 
be applicable to the fashionable clubs in Pall 
Mall and St. James street as well as the 
workman's beer clubs. 

Justices of the peace will act locally as the 
licensing authorities. They will be empow- 
ered to order children entirely excluded from 
the bars, to close the bars on polling days, 
and to decide whether or not women shall be 
employed as bartenders. 

One of the essential aims of the proposed 
act is the recovery by the state of property 
licenses, which theoretically always have ex- 
isted, but which have been allowed to escape 
its control. 


Balfour Calls It Robbery. 

In the course of the debate on the measure, 
strong criticism developed. Mr. Balfour 
struck the keynote of the opposition’s atti- 
tude in deciaring the bill was robbery. 
Everybody in the house seemed anxious to 
speak. The extreme temperance reformers 
were delighted, while every defender of the 
liquor trade foresaw blank ruin. 

The consensus of opinion s that the bill is 
too radical as it stands and that it will be 
modified by the combined . of the mod 
* of all parties.

LONDON, Feb. 27. — The Manchester 
Guardian today prints dispatches from its 
New York correspondent, saying: 

With the battleship fleet now safely tn the 
Pacific, and available in any emergency, the 
official pretense that the sailing of the war- 
ships was only a practice cruise is no longer 
kept up, and the president in confidential 
talks with senators now makes no conceal- 
ment that the battleships were ordered to the 
Pacific distinctly as a precautionary meas- 
ure.” 

The dispatches go on to point out that this 
does not imply a clash is feared or imminent, 
and says: 

„The state department is satisfied with the 
condition of negotiations with Japan, yet 
there is no doubt that apprehension exists.

The sit- 
vation is directly due to the sudden disap- 
pearance of Manager Edgar Arby and, in- 


directly, according to Arby's friends, to the 


“disturbing element that from time im- 
memorial has exercised itself tn French 
circles in Chicago, 

It is not charged that Manager Arby's diss 
appearance is due to any! tles in his 
accounts, but it le acknowl that the 
theater fg in financial straits. It was run 
two years successfully by Mr. Arby, but it 
ig estimated that there will be $2,000 deficit 
this year. Within the last year the theater 
became jointly under the patronage of the 
Alliance Francaise, the Club Francais, and 
the University of Chicago. Formerip it was 
run by the Aldance. 

President E. P. Brosseau of the Alliance 
asserted that the theater would run the rest 
of the season and that as yet there is no 
disposition to abandon it in the future. 


Arvy Resigns and Departs. 

The resignation and sudden departure of 
Manager Arby caused a stir in the French 
club circles. The letter of resignation was 
received by Mrs. Willis Moore, secretary of 
the board of directors. 

„ knew Mr. Arby had not been in good 
health, but never for a minute surmised that 
he intended leaving the city,’’ said Mrs, 
Moore.’ I received hie letter last evening 
announcing his resignation because of poor 
health and his intention to go to France. I 
am sure the theater has been a great 
and will continue to be.” 

Did the apparent unpleasantness between 
Mre. Mary H. Knowles and the manager have 
anything to do with his departure?” was 
asked. 


„O, not at all. That was entirely a per- 
gonal matter,” airs. Moore replied assuringly. 

Friends of the absent manager think other- 
wise. 

“Mrs. Knowles has made it as unpleasant 
as pos@jble for Mr. Arby ever since she suc- 
ceeded in getting the recognition of the Alli- 
ance in managing the theater,“ said Mrs. 
August Babize, wife of the editor of L'Echo 
du Mond and also secretary of the Alliance. 


Rule or Ruin Policy Alleged. 


“Mrs. Knowles has taken an attitude of 
*rule or ruin ever since she left the alliance 
and organized the Club Frangais,“ declared 
‘another feminine member of the alliance. 
“When she found that the alliance insisted 
on having a genuine French person for its 
head she pulled out.” 

The strained relationship between the two 
societies wae illustrated last fall when the 
French club gave a reception to Baron de 
Saint Laurent, French consul in Chicago. 
The baron was conspicuously absent. Some 
satd because he was afraid of appearing in 
the light of favoring the Club Francais; 
others say the manner in which Mrs. 
Knowles extended the invitation wasn't in 
keeping with the baron’s ideas of “ etiquette 
Francaise.” 

Manager Arby’s departure was unlooked 
for, even by his wife. Mrs. Arby is awaiting 
word from him at 2821 Michigan. Her hus- 
band intimated that he intended returning 
to France, but he forgot to bid ber good- 
by.” 


Mrs. Knowles Is Reticent. 


Mrs. Knowles was averse to discussing the 
manager's disappearance. 

„J expected as much,” she remarked. 
“ But I don't care to say anything about it.” 

The directors of the theater are Hobart C. 
Chatfield-Taylor, Mrs. Moore, Mrs. C. W. 
Williamson, and Auguste Babise, represent- 
ing the Alliance Francaise; Profs. George 
H. Howland, E. B. Babcock, Robert Lovett, 
and Miss Elizabeth Wallace of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, and Mrs. Katherine Knowles 
Robbins, Miss McDougall, Adrian Honoré, 
and Francis W. Parker of the Club Frangais. 

Mrs. Moore denied that Hobart C. Chat- 
field-Taylor had resigned from the board,of 
directors because of the disturbed atmos- 
phere about the theater. 

“Mr, Chatfleld- Taylor only asked to be 
relieved from being an active member of the 
‘tboard,”’ said Mrs. Moore. “He directed 
that Mr. Howland act for him, but he is still 
a member.“

GIVE THEM GOOD CARS SOON. 

An accident of geography should not be 
allowed to be responsible for the breaking 
of one of the ten commandments by peo- 
ple whose inclinations and habits are en- 
tirely law abiding. Yet, until the Chicago 
Railways company proves its desire and 
its ability to do as well by its patrons as 
the Chicago City railway company does 
by the south siders, how is it possible for 
a resident of the north or west side of 
the city to restrain his wicked inclination 
to envy the good luck of his fellow citizen 
on the south side? Who, contrasting the 
street car facilities of .the latter with 
those of the former, can blame him for 
an infraction of the commandment, 
“Thou shalt not covet anything that is 


thy neighbor s? 


It would de asking too much of human 
nature to resist this temptation, but is it 
asking too much of the board of supervis- 
ing engineers to hasten its removal? 
There has been a proper insistence on the 
establishment of through routes and the 
universal transfer system. It is not in- 
consistent with this insistence to call at- 
tention to the fact that where one pas- 
senger is interested in a through route a 
dozen are interested in obtaining proper 
facilities of transportation from their 
homes to their places of business. 

The passenger whose residence is on 
either the north or the west side, and 
who contrasts the cars which he is obliged 
to use with the commodious, well lighted, 
well ventilated cars operated by the City 
railway company on Indiana avenue and 
Cottage Grove avenue, is justified in won- 
dering why the geographical accident 
which has assigned him to the territory 
of the Chicago Railways company should 
do so much for his discomfort. 

At the best he get? a car which cannot 
de compared with the new cars of the 
south side system. That they are better 
than the small boxes which made up part 
of a cable train is small consolation. The 
worst he gets is unspeakable. Whether 
sitting or standing he is uncomfortable. 
If he be fortunate enough to secure a 
seat some son of Belial, as he would con- 
sider him, stands on his feet, shuts off 
his light, and leaves him in a state of 
misery until the tedious trip has been 
ended. With every attempt of a passen- 
ger to go from or enter the car, and with 
every attempt of the conductor to pass 
through it, he ie put to additional incon- 
venience, and it is small wonder that he 
covets the traction possessions of his 
south side neighbors, 

Under the terms of the ordinances the 
Chicago Railways company still has near- 
ly a year in which to operate its trailers, 


which ‘are by far the most wretched of its 


rolling stock, this. privilege being subject 
to the provision that it is accorded only 
in case the company cannot procure new 
cars before the year is up. There is no 
reason for believing that new cars cannot 
be secured at once. Car building com- 
panies have suffered from the depression 
which affected all industries, and it is 
probable that orders would be filled rap- 
idly if they were placed. The builders 
are not crowded with rush contracts. 
They are looking for them, and it is in- 
conceivable that the Chieago Railways 
company will seek to take advantage of 
its year of grace in this important mat- 
ter. 

While the board of supervising engi- 
neers is seeking to bring about other im- 
provements in the service it can serve the 
north and west side citizens by giving at- 
tention to the immediate need for better 
cars. 


FEARS OF “DUMPING.” 


A few weeks Ago the American steel 
manufacturers held a meeting at which 
they agreed that a reduction in the price 
of their product was inexpedient. In re- 
ferring to this action Tun Trisune asked 
whether it was the intention of the steel 
men to maintain prices in foreign as well 
as in domestic markets or whether they 
meant to give foreign consumers the 
cheaper steel they declined to give Amer- 
ican consumers, | 

That was a pertinent question, as ap- 
pears from a London dispatch printed 
this week. It is stated therein that the 
English producers of iron and steel are 
disturbed over the prospect of an éxten- 
sive “dumping” of American products in 
Europe, as in 1893. Some of them view 
with unconcealed alarm the presence in 
England of Mr. Schwab, president of the 
Bethlehem Steel company; of the presi- 
dent of the Pneumatic Tube company, and 
of some other industrial magnates. There 
are renewed reports that it is the inten- 
tion of the steel trust to flood South 
‘Wales with great stocks of tinplate or 
tinplate bars, 

There are many American consumers 
of steel who are as much opposed to the 
“dumping” policy as are the English 
manufacturers who would be hit by it. 
They have built up and are endeavoring 
to maintain an extensive export trade in 
machinery of various kinds, but it will be 
impossible for them to hold their own if 
their foreign competitors are to be given 
the great advantage of cheaper raw ma- 
terial. Their competitors would have that 
advantage if the steel producers of Amer- 
lea were to resort to dumping in order 
to add to the volume of their business. 

The honest course for them to pursue— 
the one that would pay them best in the 
long run—would be to lower prices for 
home customers before reducing them to 
anybody else. Then those customers 
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broadly hinted that 


the British government would be much 


„the initiative in the Congo matter. It 


was stated that Great Britain might be 
accused of being actuated by mo- 
tives if it assumed the leading part, while 
nobody would question the motives of this 
country. It has no territorial interests in 
Atriea and desires none, while it has been 
intimated that Great Britain would be 
quite willing to take ever a part of the 
Congo territory. Fe 

The American government did not seem 
inclined to take the lead in a matter in 
which it probably thinke the European 
powers should take a more lively interest, 
and the British government has finally de- 
termined to take steps to settle the Congo 
question. It will urge the transfer of the 
control of the Congo Independent state to 
Belgium on equitable terms, and if that 
cannot be done within a reasonable time 
it will, either alone or in conjunction with 
the powers that signed the Berlin act, take 
measures to insure the effective carrying 
out of its provisions. . 

This is a warning to King Leopold that 
the day of grace is nearly over. He has 
been declaring his readiness to turn over 
the control of the Congo Independent 
state to Belgium, but not on fair terms— 
terms which either Belgium or the powers 
that signed the Berlin act could properly 
accept. He has insisted on retaining for 
himself the crown domain out of which, it 
is estimated, he already has made $4,000,- 
000, If he were to retain it the protec- 
tion of the natives, which is guaranteed 
by the Berlin act, would be about as 
tragically adequate in the future as it 
has been in the past. | 

Recently King Leopold intimated that 
if Belgium did not close with his terms 
speedily he would withdraw his offer. 
Belgium should reject terms which it can- 
not decently accept and leave it to’ the 
powers which took part in the congress 
of Berlin to determine the future of the 
people and the country that have been 
so shamefully misgoverned by Leopold. 
They ought to be able to come to a dis- 
interested agreement, even though there 
may be some of them that would like 
to share in the partition of the Congo 
state. 

There is no objection to Belgium hav- 
ing the supreme and eomplete control, but 
King Leopold ought to be ousted. He has 
made money enough out of the Congo and 
inflicted far too much suffering on its in- 
habitants. The other powers should be 
willing to unite with Great Britain in 
the humane work of getting rid of him. 
It may be that they have been privately 
consulted and that the British govern- 
ment already is assured of their support.

Of course there have been some scions of 
royalty’ who, since the adoption of the auto- 
mobile as a means of conveyance, have had 
the misfortune to run down and kill_people 
—tincidentally among the number beihg the 
duke of Orleans’ younger brother heir, 
the due de Montpensier, brother also of the 
now widowed queen of Portugal; also King 
Leopold of Belgium and the duchess of Con- 
naught. But these deaths, being purely ac- 
cidéntal, can scarcely be. included in the 
samé@ category as that to the credit of the 18 
year old King Manuel, who shot, it is true, 
not only in self-defense but also in an effort 
nd defend his parents and his brother from 

ir ns. 
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In Portugal, as in other Latin countries 
of southern Europe, the vendetta is part and 
parcel of the social system, and it is to be 
feared that, in consequence of the knowl- 
edge that Manuel was responsible for the 
shooting of his father’s murderer, he win 
be more than ever a marked man and an ob- 
ject of vengeance on the part of the dead 
regicide’s relatives and associates. 

So afraid, by the bye, is Sultan Abdul 
Hamid lest any description of the crime at 
Lisbon should put it into the head of some 
crank or fanatic to attempt a similar outrage 
at Constantinople, that no newspaper in the 
Turkish capital has been allowed to make 
any mention of the assassination of King 
Charles and of his son and heir. They are 
merely reported in the press throughout the 
Ottoman empire as having died.“ One 
paper, bolder than the rest, went so far as to 
intimate that they had ‘‘ succumbed to the 
effects of an accident,’ but the editor was 
immediately called to account by the chief 
of police and the entire issue of his paper 
containing the objectionable item con 
cated. f 

This is entirely in accordance with the 
sultan’s practice in such matters. Not one 
of the assassinations of sovereigns and presi- 
dents of republics that have taken place since 
his accession to the throne, more than thirty 
years ago, have ever been recorded, either 
in the Turkish press or in any books printed 
or circulated in Turkey. In fact, the vast 
majority of the lleges of the commander of 
the faithful know nothing of the murders 
of McKinley, of Garfield, of President Car- 
not, of Alexander II. of Russia, of King 
Humbert, or of King Alexander of Servia; 
who are all, 80 far as people in Turkey are 
concerned, supposed to have died a natural 
death. 
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It is asserted that had not Franco left 
Portugal so hurriedly he would have been 
arrested, impeached, and tried for having 
given to the late king advice contrary to the 
laws of the land and to the terms of the 
constitution, which in every constitutional 
country in the world is a treasonable offense. 
Indeed, there is still a question of trying 
him in his absence and of decreeing his ban- 
ishment and the confiscation ef his extensive 
property, for he is a rich man and has large 
estates. 

It is doubtful if he would receive any sup- 
port from the crown. For the bitterness on 
the part of the royal family against him is 
great—not so much for his political acts, for 
which he made the king responsible, but be- 
cause, knowing his sovereign’s danger, he 
neglected to take the necessary measures 
for his protection.-—In fact, at the first meet- 
ing of the council of state following the 
assassination of the king the latter’s brother, 
the duke of Oporto, was so beside himself 
with indignation that he rushed at Franco 
with the intention of striking him in the 
face, and was only restrained by other mem- 
bers of the council, who got in between them 
and hustled Franco out of the room.

It is not generally known that Queen 
Amelie, in addition to her two boys—namely: 
the late crown prince and the present king— 
also had a daughter, who was born pre- 
maturely and who lived only a few hours. 
This was in the summer of 1888 and when 
the late crown prince was about a year old. 
The king and queen, who had not at the time 
succeeded to the throne, were dining to- 
gether just after their return from a stay at 
their country place, Villa Vicosa, when sud- 
denly screams and cries were heard coming 
from the direction of the nursery. 

The queen, then still crown princess, rushed 
thither and found the cradle in which her 
little boy was lying in flames, the nurses 
having fled without attempting to rescue 
the child. Without a minute’s hesitation 
she snatched up the little fellow, thus pre- 
serving him from certain death, He was 
badly burned, while she herself sustained 
from the flames several injuries, not of = 
dangerous character yet serious enough ta 
leave their mark. What was worse, how- 
ever, Was that the fright and shock brought 
on a premature confinement and the birth of 
the little princess whose life was so brief. 
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Col. Frederick W. Romilly, commanding 
the Scots Guards, has come in for a con- 
siderable amount of abuse on both sides 
of the Atlantic for compelling one of his 
subalterns, Basil Loder, to quit the regi- 
ment In consequence of his having married 
an actress—namely: Miss Barbara Deane of 
Seymour Hicks“ Gay Gordons” company, 
which has already furnished no less than 
three peeresses to the British nobility.

Robert W. Hebberd of the department of 
Sharrities of New York City, and of R. Fulton 
Cutting of the Citizens’ union of New York 
City, as well as of others interested in char- 
ities atid prison reform. He has published 
his plan in a m of 110 pages, 
the title, ‘THE ELIMINATION OF THE 
TRAMP " (d. P. Putnam's Sons, New York). 

Mr. Kelly has devoted twenty years to the 
study of the tramp problem in America and 
Europe and he has come to the conclusion 
that the most satisfactory solution is the 
establishing of labor colonies, such as exist 
in Holland, Germany, Belgium, and Switzer- 
land. He would have forced colonies for 
criminal tramps and free colonies for non- 
criminals who are unable to find employment. 


Ten Classes of Tramps. 


“Tt seem@m incredible,” he says, that a 

country as far advanced in civilization as 
ours should in this one respect be so far 
behind Holland, Belgium, and Switzerland, 
or that an evil so great should be allowed to 
flourish upcheeked w we have at our dis- 
posal so simple, inexpensive, and complete a 
remedy." — 
He classifies the tramps as criminal and 
non-criminal, able bodied and non-able 
bodied, willing and unwilling to work, 
neuropaths and .cripples, curable and in- 
curable. A 

Last but not least,” he says, it is im- 
portant to distinguish between the blame- 
less and the non-biameless, because the 
treatment which will be justifiable in the 
latter case will not be justifiable in the for- 
mer, and we find ourselves therefore obliged 
to divide our labor colonies into two cor- 
responding classes, the free and the forced.” 

He points out that it frequently is impos- 
sible for a magistrate to determine whether a 
man brought before him as a vagrant is 
stayed of pity or punishment. Such men 

e would have committed to the free colony. 
to be kept under surveillance and transferred 
later to the forced colony if they proved 
unworthy of leniency. The colonies, tre con- 
tends, should be strictly agricultural, so that 
they would compete as little as possible with 
outside free labor. The products, he be- 
lieves, would more than pay for the main- 
tenance of the colonies. 


‘Requires Military Discipline. 


Military discipline would be required in 
the forced colonies, but in the free colonies, 
he thinks, this expense could be saved by 
having certain trusty members of the col- 
onies assigned to keep the others under sur- 
veillance. : 

“The surveillants, by working with the 
inmates,“ he says, “not only earn wages 
but serve by their example to create the 
moral atmosphere indispensable for the suc- 
cess of such an institution.“ 

Of the forced colony at Witzwyl, Switzer- 
land, he says: ) 

“This colony not only pays expenses but 
also, by a simple method, reforms all those 
capable of reformation. The inmates are 
offered, at the expiration of their terms, the 
choice of working for a period at the free 
colony of Tannenhof or of working in some 
of the numerous small colonies which the

whefeby they agree to work a fixed term. 
They have good food and are allowed to 
smoke and to eat with their employers. 

Mr. Kelly favors small agricultural col- 
onies rather than large industrial ones, fo 
these reasons: iy 

“1, They render possible a daily contact 
of the director and the surveillants with the 
inmates, and, as a consequence, permit of a 
reforming influence impossible in a large 
colony. 


lines of Witzwyl do not compete with free

He admits it would be unwise to have such 
a colony in the midst of a suburb devoted to 


market gardening, not only out of regard 


for free labor, but also out of regard for 
the colony itself. Such an institution, unless 
under exceptional circumstances, ought to 
be established in a neighborhood not al- 
ready devoted to market gardening, and 
preferably upon ground that needs the appli- 
cation of extraordinary human effort and 
human art to make it valuable. 


Experience of Sanitariums. 


In reply to the objection that these colonies 
are unwarranted Interference with personal 
liberty Mr. Kelly says: 

“ The suggestion will naturally occur to us 
that in a free labor colony coercion, properly 
so-called, cannot be exercised, and yet this 
is not altogether true. A leaf may be taken 


are dotted all over the world, to which nerv- 
ously disordered patients are sent who are 
not sufficiently disordered to be confined in 
a lunatic asylum nor yet sufficiently sane to 
be free in their actions. In other words, there 
are many patients who in their nervous dis- 
orders correspond closely to the boy tramp. 
“It is suggested that a law to be passed 
for the purpose of dealing with this question 
shall leave the magistrate free either to com- 


| mit to a forced colony or to suggest to the 


vagrant that he sign a two months’ contract 
with a free colony. Should the vagrant de- 
cline to sign a two months’ contract, there 
will be no alternative but to commit him toa 
forced labor colony. When a vagrant is clear- 
ly blameless, a two months’ contract with a 
free labor colony is clearly the best solution, 
but when the magistrate has reason to doubt 
the entire innocence of the vagrant, he ought 
to have the right—it ought to be his duty—to 
commit him to the free labor colony under 
surveillance.’ Now committal under surveil- 
lance will put the vagrant under much the 
game conditions as the patient in a sanitari- 
um. The entrance gate will be kept closed; 
the janitor will be instructed not to open the 
gates to inmates for egress without a writ- 
ten permit from the director. An inmate 
under surveillance wil] not be given work in 
unguarded quarters.” 


Justifies Necessary Restraint. 


Having proved, to his own satisfaction at 
least, that the labor colony method would 
practically eliminate the tramp, Mr. Kelly 
proceeds to a justification of the restraint 
necessary to be practiced in the colonies,

Failing to receive the promised remunera- 
tion for his work, he told the government attor- 
neys that he had filed suit in a downstate court 
against the railroad. He pretended to be in a posi- 
tion to assist the attorneys in the Walsh prosecu- 
tion, and endeavored to win their good favor tn this 
way. 

Mr. Armstrong in his statement to the 
court Insists he is the man referred to. He 
said Mr. .Dobyns gave the story to a news 
association.

| Local Money Market Ts Irregular, 
with Little Borrowing. 


RAILWAYS BONDS GO FAST. 


Demand for Coppers Is Said to Have 
Wiped Out Surplus Supply. 


The local money market is irregular. Com-

In this in- 
stance large borrowers are being accommo, 
dated. They were treated with considerable 
leniency during the money panic, and in 
consequence are continuing their loans at 
the high rate named.

While there may be a few left over, the bonds
